Coy and Captain Chandler to ascend 
at 7 o'clock this evening and under- 
take a trip to Washington. D. C., in 
an endeavor to win-the Lahm cup of- 
fered by Captain Frank Lahm, U. S. 
A., to the aeronaut who makes a con- 
tinuous voyage covering the,greatest 


' number of miles. 


Hawley and Stevens will ascend at 


midnight to test the air conditions in 
this vicinity in the interest of the bal 
loon tournament to be held here In 
October by the Aero club of America 


The America has a gas bag fifty 


three feet in diameter and a displace 


ment of 78.000 cubic -feet. 
With its 


ar and equipment the balloon weighs 
!,200 pounds. 


Aeronaut McCoy stated today that 


ie expects to remain In the air to- 
night, Sunday and Sunday night. Un- 
der ideal conditions he expects the 
mlloon to sail about twenty-five miles 
an hour. The ascension Is made ai 
this time in the month and at night in 
order to get the benefit of the ful 
moon for the night voyage. 


The Orient, is a much smaller bal 


loon than the America and would he 
incapable of a long distance flight 
Today Is hazy and cool. 


Afer a consultation with the govern 


ment weather bureau officials durln 
the latter part of the forenoon. Aero- 
naut McCoy decided to postpone th 
long distance flight of the America fo 
at least six hours as the wind cond 
tions am now not favorable. He sal 
the ascension would be made just a 
soon as the wind conditions becam 
favorable. The proposed ascension o 
the Orient hns not been called off. 


"Xennelly's 
Evidence 
in 


Murder Case Material- 


ly Changed. 


The deposition of Michael Kennelly, 


which will be submitted to the jury in 
the trial of Charles Laughliji for the 
murder of Samuel Augsburger ill the 
circuit court next week, is very mate 
rially different from that given when 
John Kennedy was on trial and is to 
the effect that blood was flowing down 
the side of the murdered man's face 
before he was struck with a billiard 
cue. 


The testimony is also to the effect 


that Laughlin first seized two cues 
and chased Barnes and Cox out of the 
Kennedy saloon, replaced them in the 
rack and got another-with which he 
struck Augsburger, delivering the blow 
•with the small end. Kennelly is criti- 
cally ill and is quoted as having said 
that he was better prepared to die 
now that he had given his true ver 
elon of the murder. 


The case will be called in the circuit 


court on Monday morning with Judge 
Edward O'Rourke presiding and a spe 
cial venire of sixty names has been 
drawn from which to select the jury.

and to all student teachers; (3) the 
Inclusion of hygiene and temperance 
among the subjects ccwcerning which 
the Inspectors must report.

Anne was the first queen consort of Great 
Britain and Ireland.' 


Tier character In some ways was child- 


ish and weak, for It Is told of her that 
she had her "spells of sullenness and 
pouting, sometimes Insting for days to- 
gether, when she wns contradicted or her 
wishes disobeyed." She also had a turbu- 
lent temper, causing unpleasant domestic . 
scenes nt times, greatly to tbe King's 
annoyance. However, barring these faults; 
Anne wns In many ways an admirable 
woman nnd a more than fond mother. 
On the whole she nnd James got on very 
lovingly together, nnd he never gave her 
a rival. Wbcn CJueen Anne died, in 1619, 
the King wns almost Inconsolable and 
never in tbe seven years that he survived 
her did he once contemplate a second 
marriage.
